Firſt, becau ſe my ſinne in revolting from this Re- 
lizion in my youthlyneſſe is ſo grievous, (howſoeucr the Lord 
hath ſhowne mercie to me, knowing that 1did it in ignorance) 
that it becomes mee , as publickly as 1 can , to declare my 
epentantce: and this I hawe thou bs the readieſt mean for 

that, purpoſe. Next, becauſe 1 done wrong to my ne 
tiue Countrit, and the Church in Scotland, [o farre as [ 
was able , in the matter of Religion , and ſpecialbe I hawe 
dorie ney uttermoſt endeuour to have weakned the hands of 
(undrie profeſſing the doctrine of the ſaid Charch,and drawne 
them to the Romiſb Religion , ra d.c5 50 the time of 
that my ignorance, I was in conceite, And now beeing ſen- 
ſible of my errour in ſame meaſure,the ſhorteſt courſe which 
I conld FA to refaire this wronz, was, that (o to you ſome 
ſort of ſatiſfaftion might bee v1utn, and by you who are the 
moſt eminent and conſpicuous and large (hurch in this Land, 
ethers who from allpartes reſort unto you, might rectine the 
(atiſfation in like mwner. Thirdly , becauſe Jour Paſtours 
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beene the ſpecial Inſtrumen ts of GO D of my fat iſſaftion 
in (wch {cruples and doubtes of Religion, as I had and 
frepounded to them before ] could renonnce the grounaleſſe 
Religioll of poperie , and the men who mette mee, when 
I was ſecking home as a forlorne Sonne to my Fathers houſe 
againe, as trſtly 1 may now call my felfe. Yew I ſay,right 
reverend. were the men that mette mee and mecklie poynted 
eut the way, and went aleng with mee , convoying mee on 
my way: in wheſe dealing with mee 1 might bage ſeene 
my heauenly Fathers readine(ſe to mecte and embrace mee.

Nei- 
ther doe I ſpeake theſe things without pittic of the 
eſtate of the poore Soules ſo abuſed: for J my ſelfe 
who had ſcene better thinges, and ſhould haue had 
berter vnderſtanding, as a ſcholler, by tying my ſclfe 
without further warrand, to belecue as the Church 
belecucs, and belceuing the Church of Rome could 
not erre, for that time allowed or forced my minde- 
to allow of all theſe abominable 1dolatries, and mul- 
titude of falſe Gods, and was'as buſie to pray to all 
the Saints as any man, and faid my Prayers ,Pater 
poſter Ave Marie and Cdnfiteor vpon my beids,as care- 
fully as the moſt ignorant old Wife among them.

Skarring therefore ar this 
oath, I came home, and yet forced my ſelf ſtill to keep 
the former grounds of Religion:whereby Lwas made 
obſinat in errour, and vntowardto be dealt with by a+ 
ny who wold haue ſtudied toreclaime me : Yet it plea» 
ſed God at laſt to force in his own truth oe my con- 

cir errours, 
and ſpecially of the ſacrifice of the Maſle and tranſub- 
ſanriation, that I began to examine theſe groundes of 
the Roman Religio which I had drunk inthe beginning 
if they could beare me our before God or not:where- 
in finding my felfe miſerablic miſtaken, and ſo long by 


that meanes abuſed,freelie and of my own accord, not 


beeing dealt with by any, J addreſſed my ſelfefor con- 
ferencewith the Miniſterie of Edinburgh, Falkirke and 
Glaſgow:who all louingly and learnedly gaue mee ſos 
lutionto all my doubts, and furthered this worke of 


- God in helping home a forlorne Sonne to his Fathers 
houſe againe. ' 


Now for all the particular reaſons why I call their 
maſle and tranſubſtantiation an errour,and the grounds 
of their Religion vnwarandable, and why J have renun- 
ced their particular errours builded theron,it were not 
convenientto ſerthem alldown here: partly becauſc it 
wold accreſſcto a volume ,partly becauſe in ſubſtance

vation, but place muſt bee lefr Se traditions, that is, 
vawriten do@inall poynts,and ancient cuſtomes long 
viced inthe Church, as alſo for Eccleſiaſticall conſticus 
tions, and determinations or definitive ſentences in 
raattrers controvertel: al which they alledge muſt 
haue equall authoritic in mens mindes with the Scrip-

 Nextthey alledge that theſe points necefſarie to Salua- 
tion,which are {ct down in Scripture arenot cleare and 
plaine in the Scripture,butthat the Scripture isobſcure 
and. doubtſome, and therefore is neither necellarie nor 
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Romiſh Religion,ofwhom they cither dareor wil avowe

expedient that it ſhould bee tranſlated, thatir is a dan- 
gerous thing for laicks to read it: wherein, to any that 
will looke narrowlie vpon: the matter, they bewray a 
ſecreetfeare, frhey bee hemde in into the rule of the 
Scriptures,they cannot iultific with any colour the as 
bundance of their errours. 

Thirdly, evidently they ſhow thatthe reading of the 
Scripturesby laicks ſhuldbreed moe doubrs abourtheir

keepe now inthe chaines of darknefſe and blinde be- 
liefe cauſing them to doe, and ſuffet and beleeue what 
they pleaſe, could not but break the yock if they grew

urthlie, they bewray the Spiritof Antichriſt, who 
thus vnder faire pretences ſclander Chriſt Jeſus, who 
having taken vpon him,asthe great Prophet and Do- 
Qourof hisChurch,to reveale the whole Counſell of 
God concerning mens Salvation , and cauſed ſet ir 
downe in Scripture, yet hath come ſhort of his pur- 
poſe,as their deftrine importes, and neither hath ſer 
downe all things needfull, nor thele clearly which are 
ſet dewne, but obſcurely, awbiguouſly avd dangerou- 
{ly, thatit is not ſafe for common People to read the 
ſame: and ſoby theſe meanes they breeda mifregard 
of the Scripture of Chriſt inmens hearts, and Sarres 
Chriſts ſkeepe as long as they can from hearing wha 
the Spirit of Chriſt! ſayeth to his Churches. 
Astor the peercleſſe prerogative of rhe Church of Rowe, 
the firſt is, thatſhe cannoterre. If wee aske how this 
can bee, ſince they cannot name ſix men living ofthe

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butthey mayerre,and areſubje& thereto, nor three,nor 
ewo.They will an{were,thart yer there is one who is head 
of all the reſt ofrchat Religis, the Pope,who cannor erre, 
all chereſtofthe Church-men of that profeſſion being 
A rogether yvichour him, or withour- his minde, 
at by his Legat or Nuncioto them, they grant they 
may erre, only he cannot erre. So then in ſtead of the 
Church of Rome, we haue the Pope, whoſe councill 
of (ardinals they will ioyne with him for luſters cauſe ; 
bue the infallibilitie of doQrine they place innone bur 
the Pope only. By vertue of this prerogatiue ofthe Pope 
they aſcribe great things to the Church of Rome, vnder 
this pretenceall her tradirions are Apoſtolicke, albeir 
they bee not in Seripture,becaufethey are come down, 
25 is lo_ through the Apoſtolicke channell of the 
Popes infallibilitic. Vader this pretence all her cu- 
ſtomes and obſeruations are {atholicke and Apoſto« 
licke, and allhec Eccleſiafticke conſtiturions, and defi- 
nitive ſentences in matters contraverted are of diuine 
authoritie as they alcoees and doe- oblige men to be- 
liefe & obedience no leffe than the Scripture. Yea,vnder 
this preteace the Scripture hath no authoritie inreſpe& 
of theſe whio belexaue ir,wherfore it ſhuld perſuade them 
or bs credited more than the fables of E/ope,but as much 
asthe Church of Rome allowes vpounic.Vnder this pre- 
rence, when other Churches doechallenge the Roman 
hurch for any faulcor errour,ſheerakes pon her ro 
ee judge in all controuetfies berwixt her ſclfe ando- 


. thers, The Greeke Church for example in £4 chal-

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of not doing as ſhee oughtto doe, or Chriſts ſpouſe 
ought ro do;ſhce will be iudge: yea,ſhee will giue the 
ef of the Scripture andthe expoſition of it as (hal beſt 
ſcruero niſtific her owne cauſe: and if any -man ſhall 
take a ſentence of Scripture otherwiſe than ſhee al» 
lowes them, than that ſenrence ſo raken ſhall notbee 
accounted Scriprure.

m his time having fapreme authoritic and the fulneſſe 
of paſtorall power indotrine and government ouer - 
the reſt of the Apoſtles, and all theChurches of the 
Worlde.

worſhip, though never ſofpecious, is abominable to 
him.Then to back and beamhill all, comes intheir ſemis 
narie Prieſts, and preaching Friers, andthe late orcour 
of the Jefvits ;by all their powerfull-perfuaſtontopreſle 
the receaving of the grounds of Roman Religion vpon 
men, and by a ſhew of Philoſophy, andthe Wiſedome 
ofthis VWorlde that comes to novght, and the 
ſition 'of ſcierſte falſly fo called ,' {-the inſtruments 
whereby Sathan oppoſed the Apoſtles 'of old) they 
ſiriue to make all ſeeme good that theRoman Churc 
doeth, and that all is evill that they doe nor. But

To 
bee ſhort, their whole wits they will imploy to bravg!e 
you,in fume generall,that they may haue you at an van« 
rage, bruughtouer to their grounds, whereot they will 
make gteatthowand oſtemation,or if they condeſcend 
ypona particular, aud finde you therin weak, they will 
ſhoore ar all. Bur if yee keepe the loue of the Scriptures, 
the Lord (ball mak youro ſtand,Great peace haue they who 
lon: thy Law and nothing ſhall offend them. As for their dil- 
puts, they will make great boaſt and brag ifthey ſ:e not 
alcarned partie: if they finde a learned partic , they 
will take them to diſcourſe if they may: ifthey muſt dif- 
putthey will keepe the former merhod,thar is, ſtick vpon 
a abourtthe viſibilitie ofa Church,and notes as 
they ſay thereof, whether the true Church canerre,and 
will hold off wherher Rowe can erre as long as they can: 
they wil make ſhew to quot councils andFathers,notbe. 
cauſe that they can obraine the victory, by them, bur be- 
cauſe the books are rare,and few are acquaint with them 
to know whether they ſay right or wrong:they wil avow 
forgeddiſtinions,when they are preſt, and flee to phi» 
loſophick tearms,not becaus ſuch refuges wil ſaue them, 
but becauſe by this meanes they blovy miſt intheir eyes 
that cannot follovy them to their lurking holes: vvhen 
their cauſe is vveakeſt then they grovy boldeſt and vvill 
ſer a brovv vpon their part, that their countenance Sy 
giue vyeight to their vvatrer-vverſh argument or ant- 
vvers:vyhen they are like to ſuccumb,they will cry lovv- 
deſt, and caſt in a nevv ſubie to diſput on: yee will not 


pur them to filence,albgir ey knovy they are a 
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For what by ſhifts, what by ſubrilities: what by cireum- 
ventions, what by apparent veritics, they can colour 
their cauſe, though neuer ſo bad. 

It vvere an cadles labour to ſhovy all their courſes &im 
poſlible, theſe may ſuffice to giue aduertiſementro you, 
who may bee in danger,that you acquaint you \ith the 
grounds of your owne Religion, and diligently read the 
Scriptures: that you bee not raſh to,yndertake a diſpur 
concerning Religion,and leane not much to your owne 
or others diſputations for in a diſput yee will get the two 
diſputers wits tried, and acquaintance with their owne 
grounds whichthey defend,but yee will nor ſo try Relt- 
gion, itisthe ſtudicing ofallthe grounds thereo f, and 
trying them by the Scripture muſt make you ſure: hen 
Gods glory or others edification requiresthar you dil- 
pur, doe it adviſcdly,for they hauec their ſet arguments, 
and their writen diſputs, carrying about with them: ſer 
the ſtare of the queſtion right, limite thy argument to be 
brought on either ſide to Scripture,or reaſons deduced 
theretrom:notbecauſethouneed(t to feare any councils 
and fathers,but partly becauſe fathers and councills are 
but human teſtimonies, partlic becauſe if you goeſrom 
the Scriptures, ye goeto the long Sands,and the diſpur 
will not endſhorrhie, and ſo hee eſcapes and his errour 
1snot convinced,and theauditours is left ſuſpenſe. This 
much may ſerue for a generall aduertiſment. Now for
